Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventeenth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : 


1. Short title and extent . - ( 1 ) This Act 

may 

be 
called the Produce Cess Act , 1966 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 


3. Imposition of cess . ( 1 ) There shall be levied 
and collected as a cess , for the purposes of this Act , 
on every produce specified in column 2 of the First 
Schedule , which is exported from any customs port 
to any port beyond the limit of India , a duty of 
customs at such rate , not exceeding the rate speci 
fied in the corresponding entry in column 3 thereof , 
as the Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette , specify : 

Provided that until such rate is specified by the 
Central Government, the duty of customs shall be 
levied and collected at the rate specified in the cor 
responding entry in column 4 of the said Schedule . 

( 2 ) There shall be levied and collected as a CESS, 
for the purposes of this Act, on every produce spe 
cified in column 2 of the Second Schedule , a duty 
of excise at such rate , not exceeding the rate spe 
cified in the corresponding entry in column 3 thereof , 
as the Central Government may , by notification in 
the Official Gazette, specify : 

Provided that until such rate is specified by the 
Central Government, the duty of excise shall be 
levied and collected at the rate specified in the corn 
responding entry in colunm 4 of the said Schedule . 


2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires , 

(a ) “ Collector " means the officer appointed by 
the Central Government to perform in any speci 
fied area the duties of a Collector under the provi 
sions of this Act and the rules made thereunder , 
and includes any officer subordinate to that 
officer whom he may, by, order in writing , autho 
rise to perform his duties under those provisions; 

( b ) " cotton " means raw cotton , whether baled 
or loose , which has been ginned ; 

( c ) " customs port " has the meaning 
assigned to it in the Customs Act, 1962 ; 52 of 1962. 

( d ) " Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research ” means the body registered 
in that name under the Societies Regis 
tration Act, 1860 ; 

( e ) " lac " includes any form of manu 
factured or unmanufactured lac other 
than refuse lac ; 

( f) " managing agent” has the mean 
ing assigned to it in the Companies 
Act, 1956 ;

( 2 ) Any court trying an offence under this Act 
may direct that any produce in respect of which

21. Power to remove difficulties. If any difficulty
